Washington, Feb. 24.—The first at- 
tempt to introduce legislation warning 
Americans off armed belligerent ships 
made in congress today by Senator Gore, 
a democrat, was summarily blocked by 
Senator Brandegee, a republican, and 
under the rules of the senate, cannot be 
resumed until tomorrow. 


Senator Gore sought to introduce his 
bill to prohibit passage, of Americans ou 
such ships and also to introduce a con- 
current resolution requiring passage by 
the house, but unlike his bill, not the 
approval of the president. 


Senator Gore issued a statement de- 
claring "it seems to me the ship of state 
is drifting headlong upon the breakers. 
I do not say deliberately, but I fear, di- 
rectly upon the breakers."

Bryan before preparing his bill, and reso- 
lution. Senator Gore said: 
"I hare not 
eeen Mr. Bryan since last January. 
1 
did talk to him at that time about the 
bills on this subject I had then intro-

Of course I know that Mr. Bryau 
ifavors action such as I propose."

off belligerent ships overshadowing all 
other questions. President Wilson's sup- 
porters, apprehensive that the smouldei- 
ijig sentiment might suddenly blaze up 
to embarrass

diplomatic negotia- 
tions with Germany, were working to 
head the administration forces in lin.i 
and keep the question from the fl.oor of 
l>oth house and senate.

The senate was in the legisla- 
tive day of yesterday, which prevented

Today's War News 
Given in Summary 


The great German drive for Ver- 
dun, the biggest military operation 
on the western front since the allie<l 
offensive of last September, and pro- 
ductive of one of the most desperate 
battles of the war, is being pushed 
with tremendous force by the army 
of thè German crown prince. 


The Teutonic lines are being stead- 
ily 
drawn nearer 
and nearer 
the 
fortress, according to the Berlin war 
office, which today announce the driv- 
ing of another wedge into the Frencu 
line. 
It claims a German advance 
through the village of Haumont and 
the capture of Samogenux, about six 
miles distant from Verdun proper. 
/ Elsewhere also the Germans have 
scored advances, occupying the wood- 
ed district north of Beaumont and 
the woods of Herbe to the northeasu 
while to the northwest the village of 
Brabant has been occupied. 
, The French war office, on the oth- 
er hand, announces that the French 
lines have not been broken at any 
point by the terrific assaults of the 
300,000 Germans engaged in the ol- 
fensivc. 
It admits the loss of tha 
village of Brabant, which it chat- 
acterizes as an advanced position, but 
disputes the German claim to the cap 
ture of Samogeneux. An attack on 
that, village was repulsed, it is de- 
clared. 


Along the 25 mile front on which 
the German attack is being directed 
the fighting has been of the most 
desperate character. 


On the French side the progress of 
the battle is being followed with the 
most intense. interest by the public, 
but confidence is expressed that the 
French lines will hold.

ONE ENGINE TURNS

John E. Bottger is Dead 
When Taken from Be- 
neath Wreckage»

No. 152, turning it over 
on the Nickol Tlale tracks at the curve 
between the Coliunbia street and Barr 
street crossing.^ in the rear of the In- 
temational Hiirvcstcr company's build- 
ing, 327-37 East Cohimbia street, re- 
sulting in the death of the two engi- 
neers.

John E. Bottgor, 65 years old, 1126

vue, Ohio, engineer on the freight. 


The two firemen who escaped injury 
by jumping were:

Belleviio, Ohio, fircm.an on passenger en- 
gine, and August Zurrell, residing on 
Greenwood avenue, fireman on freight 
engine. 


Investigation is Started. 


A thorough investigation was start- 
ed Thursday in an effort to ascertain 
who was at fault. 
The passenger en- 
gine with the baggage car h ^ 
just 
backed into the switch and was not in 
tlie clear when the eastbound freight 
crashed into it. 
A report that a switcli • 
engine was on the rear of the freight 
which prevented the engineer from stop- 
ping could not be confirmed. The front 
part of the passenger locomotive was 
stnick a terrific blow hurling it over on 
its right side. 


Engineer Bottger, who was to tak« 
the passenger out due to leave at 8:03 
o'clock, saw the 
approaching freighl 
train and yelled a warning to Fireman 
Andrews. 
Andrews jumped, but 
th« 
crash came before Bottger could get out 
with the result that he was carried 
down with the engine «and was dead 
when taken out some time later. 
Hii 
neck had been broken. 
Engineer Hec,- 
selbach tried desperately to bring hii 
train to a stop. He could not help bu^ 
realize that a collision was inevitable^ 
although he made no attempt to leave 
his post. 
He was thrown from his seat

Ind., Feb. 24.—Considera- 
tion of the new method for steriliziny 
eggs will be a part of the demonstration 
of the Indiana egg and poultry conven- 
tion here next week. 
The new method 
of sterilizing eggs is expected to have a 
revolutionary efl'ect on the use of eggs 
for food, as a sterilized egg, it is de- 
clared, will keep indefiiiitely in a cool 
temperature. One of the promises is that 
it means fresh eggs at any time. 
The 
iiictliod is one tliat has been the sub- 
ject of a great deal of experiment and 
investigation bv the department of agri- 
culture. 
Tlie life producing portion of 
the egg is first destroyed, makihg the egg 
non-fertile. Tlie sliell is then sterilized, 
the air extracted to create a vacuum in 
the air space and then the shell is her- 
metically .sealed. 
The scaled shell pre- 
vents evaporation or shrinkage of the 
egg, prevents bacteria or germs reach- 
ing the contents and makes the egg im- 
pervious to foreign odors and flavoi's. 
The entire process stops decav.

None of the con- 
cerns putting out these substitutes aro 
making any attempt at deception.

new products are not being offered as 
leather. 
It is said that some of these 
leather substitutes for soles will wear 
better under certain condition^ than 
leather. 


Interest of the shoe retailers is to de- 
termine as early as possible what value 
to attach to substitutes and be able to 
explain the matter intelligently to their 
customers.

WHAT IS A PACKAGE? 


/ 
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Indiana Militia 
Better 


The Indiana national guard, which has been-mercilessly assailed 
during the past year or t^vo by experts Avho charged that it was not 
only numerically deficient but tliat it lacked both spirit and efficiency, 
is better today than it has ever been, according to the opinion of Ad- 
jutant General Bridges. The fact is made clear in a report which has 


just been made to the governor. 


Although two infantry companies are needed to complete a 
brigade, there were 651 more officers and men on the rolls of the or- 
ganization at the close of 1915 than there were January 1, 1914. 
Bridges compares the figures taken from the report of the adjutant 
generals and federal inspectors as shown by the report of the chief of 
the division of militia affairs. In this comparison it is sho^vn that on 
January 1, 1913, the total membership was 2,449, while the figures 
for January 1 of the suceeding years were 2,531, 2, 586 and 3,002. 


Much pride is being taken by members of tjie guard in the re- 
ports relative to attendance at federal inspections. The actual en- 
rollment in 1913 was 2,476, but only 1,662 men attended regularly, 
Avhile in 1915 the enrollment was 2,847 men and 2,057 attended. The 
result is a net gain in attendance of 23.7 per cent,, according to 
Bridges. 


The records now being compiled by the various companies of the 
guard are being made under a severe hand^pap, as compared with 
previous years, as the qualifications necessary to receive federal sup- 
port have been made higher, in fact, they are the qualifications by 
which the regular array is judged. Despite this handicap, the records 
shoAV the actual attendance at camps of instniction hold in 1915 wa-s 
2,445, while in 1914 it was only 1.898, and in 1913, only 3,885. 


There are no reports in the office of the adjutant general relative 
to the ability of the men as marksmen, but these reports are being 
obtained. It is expected a great improvement will be shown in these 
reports because last year 1,917 men who attended camps of instruc- 
tion received instruction on the rifle range for the first time. 


American Peace society leaders in Washington are said to be of 
the opinion that Avhen the European war is finally ended the peace 
terms will be arranged by the belligerents themselves and not through 
the good offices of any neutral. Likewise it is probable that the char- 
acter of the terms will depend upon how badly the losers arc whip- 
ped, and that the victor will take the lion's share of everything in 
sight. The prospect that the warring nations will sei-tle things them- 
selves may be a disappointment to those who may be seeking a bit of 
glory in the role of adjudicators, but smee settlement is the essential 
thing, the whole world will gladly sacrifice the pei^sonal glory of those 
individuals. It wants it settled, and it isn't at all particular how it 
is brought about. 


Speaking at the Indiana Products day banquet in Indianapolis, 
Governor Ralston took occasion to emphasize as a requisite for better 
government a deeper interest in all governmental functions by the 
state's voters. 
This preachment is an obvious truth that has been 
hammered home frequently and forcefully for many years. "We 
cheerfully agree with it, but somehow we still leave most of the in- 
terest in governmental affairs to the other fellow. 
The fact that 
steadfast souls continue to emphasize the great truth indicates, how- 
ever, that there are still a few men who do not consider American 
citizenship, with all its frailties, utterly hopeless.

The net weight 
amendment to the act requires that tlie 
contents of food "in package 
form' 
shall be indicated plainly on the outsico 
by weightj measure or count, and tti«? 
government officials have been kept 
pecially busy determining when goodt 
fall under this provision. 


One "poser," for instance, was wheth 
er a single ham or a single 
oi^ 


bacon, covered with paper or cloth, con-^ 
stitutes a package. 
Another , problen: 
has been whether the gresiit'tsacks oi 
walnuts and other nuts that »re im 
ported in great' quantities are "pack 
ages"; and still another question ha. 
related to the .status of the small boxe^ 
of berries that appeaj' in the market;, 
by the hundreds of thousands in spriiij? 
and with tlieir Jiigh-set bottoms tax the 
guessing ability of the housewife to te)l 
"hoAv far they Avill go." 


The government has'already decidccl 
that covered hams and sides . of bacoi; 
are not packages, but because of numer 
ous requests the matter has been rc-^ 
opened, and will be reai'giied within tht 
next few weeks. 
Sacked walnuts havt 
just been placed formally in the cate 
gory of packages by a decision. 
The - 
berry problem, however, has been solved 
only partially. 


If the boxes are, in crates, topped and 
so fastened into units, they are pack- 
ages, tlic government's food umpircr. 
have decided; but if the boxes are mere- 
ly resting in an iintopped crate or are 
Considered alone they arc not yet de- 
termined to be packages.

SIMPLEST COLORS ONLY 


Dyestuffs Supply So Short Appeal Is to 
Be Made to the Public. 


Washington, Feb. 24,—Clothing manu- 
facturers of the United States are so 
short; of dyestuffs tliat a nation-wide 
ajipeal is to be made to the public to 
recognize the fact that it must content 
itself with the simplest colors in appar- 
el. 
This was announced at the depart- 
ment of commerce after a conference be- 
tween department oificials and officers 
of the National Association of Cloth 
iers. 
The department's statement said, 


"In Bpite of the fact that domesti • 
manufacturers of dyestuffs are noAv pro- 
ducing more d.yestuff 
materials 
than 
ever before, and their output is growing, 
the ))roduction is scarcely sufficient as 
yet to jueet more than one-half of th., 
demand and the variety of colors now 
produced by the domestiv manufactureu 
is limited. 
A very large proportion of 
the domestic output consists of black 
and the more easily manufactured col- 
ors, 


"It shoulil be recognized for the pres- 
ent that the grades of colors which 
heretofore have e.visted universally and 
have been demanded by the consuming 
public in the United States can not now 
always be obtained, and that in spite 
of every effort manufacturers of cloth- 
ing and textiles are unable to supply 
the same quality of material which they 
furnished prior to the European war."

The General Elcctric is bcinc fairly 
deluged Avith new business. 
Foi 
last eight Mccks orders have been pour- 
ing in at a rate never before attained 
by the company for any similar period. 
If di-ders shoulii liokl for a full year at 
the rate which lias prevailed for nearly 
two months, it would mean .$150,000,- 
000 of incoming orders. The biggest to- 
tal of business actually booked in any 
Tear -was in lOl.T, when orders received, 
bulked 
$11.-? .000,000. 
A 
$].i0,000,000 
rate would, therefore, be .$.'^7,000,000. or 
32 ner cent, in excess of anything previ- 
ously attained. 


Tt'is not likely that the abnormal in- 
flux of orders which has siirprised even 
the 'forcsighted ofTiriais of the General 
Electric will continue throughout 1916. 
A good many customers are undoubtedly 
figuring 
that the 
company must ad- 
vance prices, and they intend to get in 
ahead of the storm. 
They arc, there- 
fore, anticipating their requirements to 
an extent that may make orders smaller 
in the latter months of this year. 


And in fact the (leneral Flectric has 
rcached a point whore it must make 
price advances all along the line. 
Cop- 
per is costing 100 per cent more than 
before the war, zinc 375 per cent., plat- 
inum 135 per cent., and lead 60 per cent, 
and so on through the entire list of es- 
sential raw materials. 


The comoany back In January did 
advance motors 10 per cent., but this 
Avas an isolated move. 
What is coming 
and apparently is on the cards for early 
action, is a general price advance that 
will enable the company to maintain 
its customary margin of manufacturing 
profit and to distribute its sales more 
evenly throughout the year, instead of 
bunching them izp as has been the case 
for the last eight weeks. 


The Genera,! Electric is understood to 
be in remarkably strong cash position. 
At present the corporation ia carrying 
Jiearly |35,000,000 cash against $22,- 
528,000 at the end of the 1914 fiscal 
year. 
This big cash balancc was nai- 
urally swelled somewhat by the undis- 
turbed profits of the lOl.'i year, but the 
major portion of the big increase has 
come through advance payments on ac- 
count of -war orders.

Chicago, 
Feb. 
24.—That 
Marian 
Frances Lanibert, the Lake Forest high 
school girl, ended her own life will be 
the main defense of William H. Orpet 
in the event he is indicted and placed 
on trial for 'murder. 


Counsel for young Orpet practically 
completed yesterday the principal fea- 
tures of the defense. 
Attorney Leslie 
P. Hanna, of Waukegan, spent the day 
going over all features of the case, and 
checking up on possible Avitnesses to be 
called in the event of a murder trial. 


Gag on Orpet. 


The lawyers decided definitely that 
Orpet will not be permitted to talk to 
any one except counsel about his case. 
Just Avhat happened in the Avoods on the 
morning his spumed 
sweetheart 
died 
from cyanide of potassium probably Avill 
not be known imtil young Orpet takes 
the Avitness stand in his own defense. 
Whether he will take the stand, ac- 
cording to his laAvyers, depends on how 
strong the state's case turns out to be. 


It will also be urged in support of 
the suicide theory that the girl Avas of 
morbid mentality, inclined to hysteria, 
and of an abnormal condition of mind. 
Alienists and medical experts will be 
important Avitnesses for the defense. 


Features of Defense. 


Here are the principal features upon 
which the defense belieA'es it can es- 
tablish that the girl took her own life: 


The girl was not on the morning of 
death and never had been in a delicate 
condition. 


She deliberately had decejved Orpet 
about the matter. 


There Avas no reason for taking abor- 
tion medicine. 


Acce.ssibility to poison was as easy to 
the girl as to Or|jet. 


The defense has checked up on the 
subject of bottles and found all bottles 
accoimtcd for. 
The bottle Orpet is said 
to have bought in Madison the day be- 
fore tlie girl died is one Avhich Or])et 
used for shaving lotion, it is alleged. 
JTe bought a new one, it is said, because 
the old bottle fell into the Avashstand 
and cracked. 
This bottle will be pro- 
duced in court. 


Alibi for Orpet. 


Or pet's alibi 
was that 
of 
a 
boy 
frightened into a high pitch of nervous- 
ness. 
It Avill resolve it?=elf into a ques- 
tion of legal proof as to which is the 
more reasonable to believe—murder or 


suicide. 
His letters to the Davis girl. 
Miss Lambci*t's chum, do not indicate 
he had murder in mind, the defense 
avers. 
In the letter to Josephine Davis, 
Orpet inclosed a letter to be delivered to 
Miss Lambert. 
In those letters Orpet 
said he was coming to Lake Forest. 
If 
he had murder in his ntind, he hardly 
would have indicated his coming to a 
third party, it is said. 


It is asserted to be doubtful that the 
state can shoAV that Orpet was with 
the girl at the moment she died. 
It is 
held equally doubtful 
the 
state • can 
show that Orpet had poison in his pos- 
session. 
The defense will attemjit to 
show-that Orpet had bidden her good- 
by and had started toAvard the Chicfigo 
and Milwaukee electric line knowing the 
girl was following him. 
It. will attempt 
to shoAV that he was several feet in ad- 
vance and Avhen he looked around to see 
if she was still following he saw her 
lying in the snoAV.'

Tie great German drive for Vei- 


dun, the biggest military operation 
m the western front since the allied 
>ffensive of last September, and pro- 
active of one of the most desperate 
lattles of the war, is being pushed 
cvith'tremendous force by the army 
of the German crown prince. 


The Teutonic lines are being stead- 


ly 
drawn nearer and nearer the 
:ortress, according to the Berlin war 
office, which today announce the driv- 
ng of another wedge into the FrencJ 
.me. 
It claims a German advance 


ihrough the village of Haumont an<J 
the capture of Samogenux, about six 
miles distant from Verdun proper. 


Elsewhere also . the Germans have 


scored advances, occupying the wood- 
ed district north of Beaumont and 
the woods of Herbe to the northeast, 
while to the northwest the village of 
Brabant has been occupied. 


The French war office, on the oth-

egg, prevents bacteria or germs reach, 
ing the contents and makes the egg im- 
pervious to foreign odors and flavors 
Tlie entire process stops decay.

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Indiana MiKtia Better 


The Indiana national ffiianl, which has born mfn-ilossly assailed 


during the past, year or two by experts who charged that it was not 
only numerically deficient but that it lacked both spirit and efficiency, 
is better today than it has ever been, according to the opinion o! Ad- 
jutant (ieneral UridROs. The fiiet is made clear in a report which has 
just been made to the, governor. 


Although two infantry companies are needed to complete n 


brigade, the re wen- (j"il more officers and men cm the rolls of the or- 
ganization at tlic close of IHir. than there were January 1, 1!)U. 
Bridges compares the figures taken from tho report of the adjutant 
generals and federal inspectors as shown by the report of the chief of 
the division of militia affairs. 
In this comparison it is shown that on 


January 1, 1!>1U, the total membership was 2,44!t, while the figures 
for January 1 of'the suceeding years were 2,5:51, 2, 586 and 3,002. 


Much pride is being taken by members of the guard in the re- 


ports relative to attendance at federal inspections. The actual en- 
rollment in 1913 was 2,476, but only 1,602 men attended regularly, 
while in 1915 the enrollment was 2,847 men and 2,057 attended. The 
result is a net gain in attendance of 23.7 per cent., according to 
Bridges. 


The records now being compiled by the various companies of the 


'^guard are being made under a severe handicap, as compared "with 


previous years, as the qualifications necessary to receive federal sup- 
port have been made higher, in fact, they are the qualifications by 
which the regular army is .judged. Despite this handicap, the records 
show the actual attendance at camps of instruction held in 1015 was 
2,445^while in 1914 it was only l.SflS, and in 1913, only l,8«o. 


There are no reports in the office of the adjutant general relative 


to the ability of the men as marksmen, but, those reports arc. being 
obtained. It is expected a great improvement will be shown in these 
reports because last year 1,9.17 men who attended camps of instruc- 
tion received instruction on the rifle range for the first time.

U hether he will take (lie stand, ac- 
cording to Ids lawyers, depends on how j 
strong the state's case turns out to be. 


Tt will -also be nr^'ed in support of 


the suicide theoiy that the girl was of 
morbid mentality, inclined to hysteria, 
and of an abnormal condition of mind. 
Alienists and medical experts will be 
important witne-.se* for the defence. 


Features of Defense. 


Here lire the principal features upon 


which the defeiiM- believes it can es- 
tablish that the k'irl took her own life: 


Tlie girl was not on th« morning of 


death and never had been in a delicate 
condition. 


Sin- deliberately had deceived Orpet 


about the matter. 


There v.as no reason for tiikinc; abor- 


tion medicine. 


Accessibility i" puis-in was as e;i.=y to 


the jirl as to Crpet. 


The defence has chocked up on the 


subject ol h.itilei and found all bottle^ 
accounted for. The brittle Orpet is snid 
to have bought in Madison the ilny be- 
fore 1 be ;;ii-l died i-; one which Oi-pel 
used for shaving lotion, it is alleged. 
He bought a new one. il is said, because 
the old bottle fell into tho washsiiind 
and cracked. 
This bottle, will be pro- 


duced in court.
